| pain and sorrow did not that simple statement of facts imply! 


The slow agony, the wasting frame, the weary path to which 
there was no outlet but death. (Hear, hear.) In such a 
state of things, every one would admit how desirable it was 
that hospital accommodation should be provided for a class of 
cases which comprised one-third of the mortality of the whole 
kingdom. They had no desire to oppose the institution at 
Brompton. They were not envious of its ornamental turrets, 
nor even of the Nightingale who had sung so sweetly and so 
productively in its groves. (Laughter.) .But it was proposed 
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to erect for the use of the east-end of the metropolis an 
hospital in which diseases of the chest might meet that 
separate and exclusive treatment pronounced by modern 
science to be the most successful. (Hear, hear, hear.) It 
was also proposed to have in connection with the hospital a 
sanatorium in which persons of moderate incomes might obtain 
the best medical assistance and accommodation, and to continue 
the public dispensary, in which, in the small space of six 
months, 3160 persons had already been'relieved. (Hear, hear.) 
Such objects were well worthy the attention of the charitable.

We delight in local histories, Selborne, the Hampshire village 
where Gilbert White loved to live; the hamlet in Somerset- 
shire, in whose vicinity Knapp found materials for “The Journal 
of a Naturalist”; Arran, in the Firth of Clyde, with its alpine 
peaks and glorious elevated purity, where Professors Sedge- 
wick and Ramsay, Murchison, N ecker, and, especially, the Rev. 
David Landsborough (in his nice little work called ‘ Arran”), 
have recorded the marks, features, and Pencillings impressed 
on it by the God of Nature. <« The Bass Rick,” a 
work which appeared in the year of fraternisation (1848), and 
Owes its existence to the united labours, light, learned and 
loveable, of five eminent men, brought together by Mr. James 
Crawford, jun., a writer to the signet in Edinburgh, and 
evidently an earnest man of the right stamp. These five 
writers are—for the geology, Hugh Miller, “the prince of 
geological authors ;’’ for the zoology, Dr. Fleming, Professor 
of Natural Science in New College, Edinburgh ; for the plants, 
Dr. Balfour, Professor of Botany in Edinburgh Colleze and 
Keeper of Edinburgh Botanical Gardens; for its civil and 
ecclesiastical history, the Rev. Thomas M‘Crie, the son of the 
world-known biographer of Knox ; and for its martyrs, the 
Rev. James Anderson, 

Our readers may begin, as we did, with Hugh Miller’s pages. 
We assure them of a treat, Take its style, take its treatment, 
take its matter, it is the writing and observation of a man who 
HAS eyes, and who knows how to use them. He can write Strom, 
as well as find and found instruction én, rocks and on precipices, 
We congratulate Mr. Crawford in such a coadjutor. 


An annotator on Shakspeare (we prefer the old method of 
spelling the name) may well quote Hugh Miller’s admirable 
pages on this mass of “trap,” rising from the German Ocean, 
a mile or so from the coast.of East Lothian, in illustration of 

“ Sermons from stones, 
And good in everything.” 

Had we space we might profitably extract whole pages of 
Hugh Miller’s chapters, With Mr. Miller as a guide, and 
with the admirable view of the rock illustrating “Old Mortality” 
(drawn by Thomson, of Duddingston, and engraved by W. 
Miller, of Edinburgh), published in the Abbotsford edition of 
“Waverley,” and those by J. M. W. Turner, R.A., and 
Thomson, of Duddingston, in the large quarto work published 
by Rodwell and Martin, and by Tilt, in Fleet-street, as well as

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SOCIETY OF ARTS, ADELPHI. | 

National vanity can never take a more healthy direction than 
when it tends to promote the public good. A case in point is 
offered in the annual exhibitions of the Society of Arts, 
Adelphi, where a few public-spirited men, animated with a 
patriotic zeal not to be outdone in the arts by any neighbouring 
nation, have devoted not a little of their time and money to 
establish a kind of centre for competition, a public circus where 
aspiring merit might run courses to determine excellence, and 
be rewarded or excited to fresh exertion. The patronage of the 
noble and the great is an important element of the success the 
Society of Arts can now so justly boast of. Genius is never 
selfish, and the praises of those who represent the virtue and 
wisdom of the state will always operate on superior minds when, 
probably, the mere stimulus of gain would have no effect. If 
riches could have bought the services of such, there can be 
little doubt that Britain would long ere this have been pre- 
eminent for the classical beauty and elegance of the produc- 
tions of her industry ; but with a moneyed stimulus only our 
manufactures have chiefly grown up; and, though the industry 
and perseverance of her sons have filled every country with 
their handiworks, they have only spread further false 
ideas of our rustic thoughts and habits, and of our national 
bad taste. At length, however, a new and kindly spirit has 
rested upon the surface of general society, and the latent 
capability of the mass is rapidly being leavened into activity 
by the spreading of that enlightenment, which, having first 
atfected the upper ranks, is already telling so beneficially upon 
the whole community. In the present exhibition we tind 
railway labourers and park-rangers evincing talents for design 
and execution the most extraordinary ; 
and beside them, and challenging with 
them public admiration, we have works 
executed by no less a personage than the 
Prince Consort of our own loved Queen. 
The Field of the Cloth of Gold exhibited 
no higher or more gratifying spectacle 
than does the rooms of the Society of 
Arts this year; and the encounter of 
minds there, affords many similar illustra- 
tions of the moral superiority of modern 
chivalry, over the selfish displays in- 
dulged in by our fighting ancestors. 

Great as are the obligations due by the 
manufactures of this country to the ex- 
ertions of the institution in John-street, 
Adelphi, there is still a considerable 
amount of ignorance as to its origin and 
progress. Many suppose the society has 
had an existence of but a few years, and 
will be surprised to learn that it was 
founded so far back as 1753, by William 
Shipley, a name that well deserves to be 
remembered. Encouraged by the counte- 
nance of Lords Folkestone and Romney, 
several meetings were held of “‘theeleven”’ 
who consituted the society at the first an- 
nual meeting in 1754. At that time, it 
seems, the meetings were usually itine- 
rant, or held at no one particular place, for 
we find, among the records, that it was 
not until March, 1755, or just ninety 
years ago, that the society had suffici- 
ently increased to enable them to engage 
apartments of their own in Craig’s-court, 
Fleet-street. From this time they discon- 
tinued their earlier practice of hiring an 
occasional room at coffee-houses, among 
which, by-the-by, Peele’s, at the corner 
of Fetter-lane, is specially mentioned, as 
having been frequently honoured by the 
presence of the members. 

The first president of the 
Society of Arts was Lord Folke- 
stone, who held the office till 
his decease, in 1775, when Lord 
Romney, another of its founders, 
was chosen, and continued to 
preside for thirty-two years suc- 
cessively.

The mad scene was particularly fine, and his rousing 
the people to insurrection in the market scene vigorous and exciting, 
His singing of the barcarole in the second act, in the duo with 
Pietro, and in the concerted pieces in the fourth act, was beyond all 
praise ; he proved himself to be the prince of tenors. His triumph 
in ‘ Masaniello” has been as signal as that in “The Huguenots,” and 
Mario now ranks as a great tragedian as well as an incomparable 
vocalist. 

The part next in importance to Masaniello is that of his sister 
Fenella, the dumb girl of Portici. Mlle. Pauline Leroux, who was 
its representative for many years in Paris, completely gained the 
suffrages and sympathies ‘of the auditory by her truly speaking 
pantomime ; every gesture told its tale ; her eyes discoursed eloquent 
music, and it required no book to interpret her animated action. 

Pietro, the fierce and violent companion in insurrection of 
Masaniello, was rendered a complete ‘picture by “Massol. His 
exquisitely-toned baritone voice and vigorous style were manifested 
throughout the opera; but in the duo with Mario in the second 
act, and in the barcarole opening the last act, Massol attained 
the climax of perfection. Madame Dorus Gras conquered the 


‘intricate and florid divisions of Elvira’s airs with infinite skill and 


brilliancy, Ss d 

The orchestral atid choral forces, which play such important parts 
in “ Masaniello,” were most efficient. The choruses of the fisher- 
men in the riarket stene were given with unparalleled precision. 


‘The celebrated prayer, sung without accompaniment, was demanded 


twice. The gradations of sound were managed, from the swelling 
of the voices in the crescendo down to the softest pianissimo, with 
a rare skill, anid the whole was charmingly in tune. The incidental 
dances, particularly the Tarantella, were singularly effective. 

The scenic effects’ were picturesque, and the eruption of Mount 


Vesuvius, closing the opera, was one of the most skilfully-mechanical 


contrivances ever witnessed. The principal artistes were called for 
with enthusiasm, and then the national anthem was sung, the house 
presenting a gorgeous appearance as the company rose to join in 
the loyal demonstration. ‘The house was crowded with rank and 
fashion.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR, bs 
Armand; or, The Peer and the Peasant. A Play, in Five Acts, 
By Mrs, Mowatt. Newbery, — ; 

This play was produced some time ago, with considerable 
stage success, at the Marylebone Theatre. Our business here 
is with its literary merits; and we are glad to say that we per- 
ceive the same delicacy of feeling in Mrs. Mowatt’s verses 
which we have frequently and with much pleasure observed in 
her acting. One particular passage, were there no others, 
would stamp her poetry genuine; and with that we shall con- 
clude a notice, brief for want of space, but not because the 


play will not bear dwelling on :— 

“Tis happiness to me to live—to be! 
My very instincts—nay, the very use 
Of every separate sense by which we hold 
Communion visible with external being 
Is happiness! To gaze upon the sky 
Arched in blue glory o’er my upturned head— , 
The forms of beauty, called by loving spring 
Out of the affluent bosom of the earth ; 
The sun, beneath whose warm, resplendent light 
All nature teems: these simplest, daily things, 
Which custom cannot strip of loveliness, 
To look on these is to be happy !—is

To him who made them, to make us more blest!” 


Poems for Young Children. Darton and Co. 


These are well meant poems enough, we doubt not; and 
will, in fact, serve as a sort of comic rhymer for adults; but 
whether their effects are likely to be considerable in the nursery 
or no, is another matter. To say the truth, the morals are 
somewhat trivial, even for children. ‘The dangers of playing 
ball with a loose boot-lace; the sad result of throwing stones— 
the stone rebounding from a tree, and, like the charmed bullet, 
hitting the marksman ; with others, set forth 1n most elaborate 
metre, don’t appear exactly the thing. Still there is something 
in the book which may instruct, and possibly even amuse, a 
child; but, as we said before, the best of the fun is for the 


grown child. 


A Monograph of the British Naked-eyed Medusa, with Figures of 
all the Species. By Professor Forbes. Published by the 
Ray Society. 

Sea-bathers will not be prepared to hear that those jelly- 
fishes with which they have made acquaintance are creatures 
of organized and complicated structure. Such, nevertheless, 
is the fact; and he who delights to hear of Nature’s wonders 
may consult Professor Forbes’s work for no ordinary store. We 
transfer an extract as example :— 

‘‘ In the minds of most people who have been at the seaside the. 
notion of a Medusa naturally associates itself with that of a nettle, 
since both the animal and the plant enjoy an equal reputation for 
their stinging powers, and for the production of an extremely 
similar, though not the less unpleasant, sensation, when incautiously 
handled or inadvertently touched. The term Acalephe, so fre- 
quently applied to the whole of the Medusa tribe, is significant of 
their nettle-like nature. Yet it is not improbable that this offensive 
faculty of stinging is possessed by only a small minority of the sea- 
jellies—a minority chiefly, if not wholly, composed of the 
steganophthalmatous species. Among them the Cyanea capillata 
of our seas is a most formidable creature, and the terror of tender- 
skinned bathers. With its broad, tawny, festooned, and scalloped 
disc, often a full foot or even more across, it flaps its way through 
the yielding waters, and drags after it a long train of riband-like” 
arms, and seemingly interminable tails, marking its course when 
the body is far away from us. Once tangled in its trailing ¢ hair,’ 
the unfortunate who has recklessly ventured across the graceful 
monster’s path, too soon writhes in prickly torture. Every struggle 
but binds the poisonous threads more firmly round his body, and 
then there is no escape; for, when the winder of the fatal net finds 
his course impeded by the-terrified human wrestling in its coils, he, 
seeking no: combat with the mightier: biped, casts loose his 
envenomed arms and swims away. The.amputated weapons, 
severed from their parent body, vent vengeance on the cause of 
their destruction, and sting‘as fiercely as if:their original pro- 
prietor itself gave the word of attack. The Cyanea Lamarchii 
possesses a like dangerous power; and Pelagiacyanellaalso, though 
very faintly, as I have experienced. Sut, unless Chrysaora 
hysoscella sting, no other Medusz of our seas, besides those men- 
tioned, have been observed, at least by me or naturalists known to 
me, to possess this noxious property. I have in vain endeavoured 
to elicit such nettling proofs of rage in any of the naked-eyed 
species, though I have stirred, and grasped, and rubbed together 
hundreds of them belonging to many genera. It is right, however, 
to notice this matter, for it may yet be found that either at par- 
ticular seasons, or under; peculiar circumstances, more than one 
species can sting. - Dicquemare_ has stated that certain species of 

' Oceania sting, though«very- slightly, and only when they come in 
contact with very sensitive parts, such’ as the eyes. Not being 
ambitious of suffering stone-blindness by playing too closely with 
even the smallest gorgon’s head, I have never ventured to repeat 
the worthy abbé’s experiment, and prefer keeping my eyes intact 
to poking Meduse into them. For such rash experiments, Ben 

Jonson’s song might be paraphrased— ; 

“Odo not wanton with those eyes, 
Lest you be sick with seeing,” 


—and not bad advice either.”

ROYAL POLYTECNIC INSTITUTION, 


There has recently been deposited in this institution a 
mattress stuffed with cork shreds, for the double purpose.of a 
bed or life-preserver. A number of experiments were last 
summer exhibited on the Thames, at Woolwich Dockyard, to 
test the efficacy of the invention, in the presence of Sir G. 
Bremer and other naval authorities, who gave their unqualified 
approbation of the invention. The invention is exceedingly 
simple, being small shreds of cork for stuffing mattresses, &c., 
instead of horsehair, wool, or flock. Until lately it has been im- 
possible to obtain the material in sufficient quantities, caused 
by the machinery not possessing power to overcome the ex- 
ceeding toughness of the cork; consequently the process was 
exceedingly slow. The consequence was, the invention did 
not become generally known or used. A newly-invented 
machine has commenced working on the premises of the 
patentees, at the City Saw-mills, Regent’s-canal, by gwhich 
the cork is cut with the greatest despatch and facility. Had 
mattresses stuffed with this material been on board of the 
vessel which was unfortunately lost so recently on the coast of 
Essex, the greater portion of the sufferers would have been 
saved, 


TABLE TALK. 


HE Queen purposes wearing, 
upon the approaching Drawing- 
room, a superb robe selected from 
the last silks of the Spitalfields 
looms, which fabrics this season 
surpass those of Lyons, being 
wider, stouter, and cheaper, while 
the designs are grand and the re- 
verse of trifling. The ball of last 
year—the untiring energy and 
solid patronage of the Court and 
aristocracy—their school of design 
—and the wealth thrown emulatively and commercially by a great 
West-end house into the movement—have contributed to this result. 


The professional mendicancy of the metropolis is carried 
toan extent that can scarcely be conceived. Upona particular 
Saturday evening it was determined to ascertain how (says the 
Times) some 250 professionals of this class were employing their 
time, and the result was as follows :—They were found scattered 
over 29 lodging-houses, four public-houses, and three eating- 
houses. The majority were in the lodging-houses. The men were 
busy with their suppers, which were of the most substantial and 
comfortable kind, such as beef-steaks, eggs and bacon, &c., and 
they were washing down these catables with copious draughts of 
porter. The ladies—the agonized mothers with the two hired 
infants—were enjoying their tea, which they flavoured with many 
arelish andmany arasher. Everything was as comfortable as the 
purest philanthropist could desire. In the eating-houses were 23 
beggars refreshing themselves after the toils of the day with soup, 
meat, and potatoes. In the public-houses it was still better: 15 
professional gentlemen and ladies were there making a night of it 
with gin and beer, and indulging each other with a recital of the 
tricks they had practised in the course of the day on the 
public, with tales of the old gentlemen they had followed in the 
Park, and of ladies whom they had chased even to their own door- 
posts in Belgravia.

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The next act depicted on the Tapestry, ‘ Hic dedit Willelmus 
arma Haroldo”—Here William gave arms to Harold, will lead 
us to infer, contrary to the opinions of some,,that William was 
with his troops when the siege of Dinan took place ; since this 
giving of arms to Harold was evidently immediately after the 
battle and before the return to Bayeux. The act itself may be 
considered as something analogous to knighting on the field of 
battle, and as conveying the highest possible compliment to 
the valour and military skill of the Saxon chief. Some might 
imagine that little or no additional honour could be thus 
bestowed on him who in England was designated one of the 
‘‘ King’s darlings,’’ and possessed the great earldoms of East 
Anglia, Essex, Cambridge, Huntingdon, and Middlesex, and 
had become even greater by his father’s death. In addition to 
his renown as a warrior, Harold was distinguished by his 
manly stature, his beauty, his engaging manners, and his wit. 
Still knighthood was a personal honour, something not here- 
ditary, but acquired, the mark of individual excellence ; at 
least such it was at its first institution, and, therefore, highly 
esteemed. The ceremonies at knighthood varied with varying 
customs of different ages, but in every instance some kind of 
arms was given to the candidate. In modern times the girding of

the sword and putting on the spur are almost universal, In more 
ancient times the lance was the proper and peculiar weapon of 
the knight; and, accordingly, we observe in the Tapestry that 
Harold, clad in his hauberk, stands with a lance, to which a 
pennon is affixed, in his hand, and William is putting a helmet 
on his head. 

This ceremony concluded, William and Harold, with their 
attendants, proceed to Bayeux, as the legend informs us: 
‘* Hic Willelmus venit Bagias’’—Here William came to Bayeux. 
This city is, like others on the Tapestry, represented by a castle 
on an eminence, towards which the parties are advancing. 

The next event is one of singular importance, as affecting the 
character of Harold for fidelity and truth. ‘“ Ubi Harold sacra- 
mentum fecit Willelmo duci’’—Where Harold took an oath to 
Duke William. Wesee William seated on a throne, his sword 
in his right hand, his left extended towards Harold, probably 
dictating the terms of the oath, Both of them have laid aside 
their armour, and are clad in mantles of state. The Saxon 
chief is standing between two shrines, or boxes of relics, ahand 
upon each, and pronouncing, according to historians, the solemn 
oath by which he vowed to recognise William as successor to 
the throne of England on the death of Edward the Confessor. 
On the top of that box on which the right hand of Harold is 
placed we find a cross at each end; from this it has been con- 
jectured that a piece of the true cross was deposited there, thus 
giving the highest possible sanctity to the oath which was 
attested, as it were, by so holy a relic. And as Odo, the 
brother of William, was Bishop of Bayeux, he no doubt took

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

Silk mantelets, of a size somewhat larger than those worn 
last year, are in preparation for the approaching season. Those 
of black silk are trimmed with broad frills of the same, edged 
with fringe, or with pinked frills. We have noticed several 
made of black watered silk, and trimmed with lace. These 
were of smaller size than those trimmed with silk frills. The 
lace employed for trimming mantelets must be very broad, 
and, when a double row of lace is employed, the upper row 
should be narrower than the lower one. 

Among the novel materials for spring bonnets there has 
appeared a new description of white crin, or horschair. 


Bonnets of fancy straw (not transparent) are trimmed with 
checked or plain ribbon, straw ornaments being intermingled 
with the ribbon. Chip bonnets are traversed with silk ruches. 
Silk drawn bonnets have little or no trimming, and the draw- 
ings are close together. 

Flowers are much worn in the under-trimming of bonnets. 
The wide circular fronts, now fashionable, require to be filled 
up, and afford space for the tasteful arrangement of flowers, 

Collars are beginning to be worn a little larger than they 
have been for some time past. The. corsages of high dresses 
are sometimes sloped down a little in front, and the collar worn 
with this style of corsage is shaped in a point in front, like 
those which were fashionable some seasons ago. 

The variety of flowers is infinite. The following may be 
named as the most fashionable for wearing in the hair in 
evening dress:—Wreaths of white flowers intermixed with 
grass, wheat-ears, wild flowers and heath of all kinds, con- 
volvulus of various colours, honeysuckle, the damask rose, and 
the water-lily. 

The fashion for wearing a band of velvet ribbon round the 
throat, which was so prevalent some years ago, has lately 
been partially revived. Not only black, but blue or green 
velvet bands, are now worn, and they are fastened by clasps, 
slides, or small brooches. Bracelets of velvet ribbon, with 
flowing ends, are also fashionable; they are fastened with 
clasps or buckles. The graceful effect of this simple orna- 
ment is shown in fig. 1 of our illustrations. 

High dresses are still almost universally worn, excepting in 
full evening costume. The corsages are, however, as we have 
already mentioned, rather more open in front. 

For the corsages of young ladies’ evening dresses, the style 
most generally adopted is that which the French dressmakers 
term a la vierge. It is fil; and the fulness is confined round 
the top by a band, the drawings or folds being gathered to a 
point at the waist. The band round the neck may consist of 
insertion, or it may be ornamented by a ruche of tulle or gauze 
ribbon, according to the material of which the dress may 
be made. 

A useful hint may be taken from the method pursued by the 
French milliners in making up tulle dresses with two or three 
jupes. ‘T'wo different kinds of tulle are employed, The upper 
jupes are made of tulle-illusion ; but the first, or under jupe, is 
made of a thicker or closer kind of tulle, called tulle de Lyon. 
‘Tulle-illusion is of too thin and flimsy a texture to support 
trimmings of tulle-bouillonnée, now 60 much in favour. Even 
when the jupes are without trimming, the undermost jupe is 
always made of tulle de Lyon, which serves to support the 
upper jupes; and, if a rather thick kind of tulle-illusion be 
selected to go along with the tulle de Lyon, it will be impossible 
for the eye to detect the difference, The bouillonnées are always 
made of tulle-illusion, ‘Tulle de Lyon is used for trimming the 
drapery on the corsage; and for the berthes, when lace is not 
employed for the latter purpose. .

CHILD MURDER. 

Home Circuit, Chelmsford—(Before Mr. Baron Parke.)—Sarah Grout, 
31, was indicted for the wilful murder of James Grout, her son, by cutting 
him in the neck with a billhook. There was a second indictment against 
the prisoner for the murder of Mary Anne Grout, another of her children, 
by the same means. Mr. Ryland and Mr. Hamilton prosecuted. The 
prisoner was defended by Mr. IT. Chambers,—Mr, Ryland, in opening the 
tase, said that the evidence would leave no doubt that the prisoner had 
committed the dreadful act that was imputed to her; and the only question 
the jury would have to consider was whether, when she did so, she was in 
such a state of mind to make her responsible for her actions.—Emma Creek 
deposed that she was the wife of a labourer, and resided at West Thurrock, 
near a cottage occupied by the prisoner and her husband. They had threé 
children—a boy, seven years old; the deceased, James, four years old; anda 
little girl, Mary Anne, about two years old. On the morning of the 8th of 
August, in last year, the eldest boy came into witness’s cottage and told her 
that his mother had murdered the two babies, and had nearly cut their heads 
off with a billhook. She immediately went to the house, accompanied bya 
person named Isaac Moss, and, on going into the prisoner’s bedroom, she 
saw the boy James lying on the ground, with his head nearly cut off, and 
the little girl was lying upon the bed injured in a similar manner. Both the 
children were in their night-shirts. The prisoner was standing by the dead 
bodies with a billhook in her hand, which was covered with blood, and she 
repeatedly exclaimed, “I have murdered my children!” Mr, Moss took the 
billhook from her, and she then sat down by the bedside and began to rub

| Statistical age—as he knew to his cost as chairman of several 


public boards—and in the present case a few statistics were 


absolutely necessary. It appeared that the amount of hospital 


accommodation in the metropolis comprised 3500 beds, of 


| which one half were occupied by surgical cases; and of the 
_ remaining half the great proportion were taken up with acute 
| diseases, leaving but a mere fraction for the mass of chronic 


malady which was unhappily to be found in all large and 
crowded communities. (Hear, hear.) What an amount of 
pain and sorrow did not that simple statement of facts imply!

the commencement of the institution was £601. 1s. 2d., and 
the expenditure £553. 12s. 10d., leaving a balance in hand of 
£47. 8s. 4d, A sum of £600 annually would be barely suf- 
ficient to carry on the out-patient branch of the institution. 

The report was adopted, and the ¢dllection then announced ; 
it amounted, including donations, to the handsome sum of 
£1730, the list of annual subseribers being unusually large, so 
that we may regard the prosperity of this excellent institution 
as certain as it 1s deserved. And.we cannot help feeling a kind 
of wholesome self-grafulation that we are of a country where the 
plea of want and sickness ever meets with ready sympathy ; and 
most warmly do we Congratulate those noble-minded men, by 
whose (at first almost unaided) exertions this institution sprang 
into life, that their toil has met with the best reward that can 
accrue to the labours of the philanthropist—success in their 
scheme of charitable care for those of whom the world takes 
little heed in their hour of sickness, when the enfeebled frame 
refuses to perform ‘its daily toil, and the pangs of want are 
superadded to the crushing agony of disease. 

The other toasts in the list were disposed: of in the usual

Robert Burns with an inimitable comparison,—

and the Bass Rock, on the east coast, are two “pillars of Her- 
cules” that would have attracted the ancients, that have been 
state prisons to despotic kings, governments, and nobles, and 
that must draw attention by their tocky majesty and solitary 
stateliness, 
‘Risen from ocean, ocean to defy.” 


We delight in local histories, Selborne, the Hampshire village 
where Gilbert White loved to live; the hamlet in Somerset- 
shire, in whose vicinity Knapp found materials for « The Journal 
of a Naturalist’”’ ; Arran, in the Firth of Clyde, with its alpine 
peaks and glorious elevated purity, where Professors Sedge- 
Wick and Ramsay, Murchison, Necker, and, especially, the Rev. 
David Landsborough (in his nice little work called “ Arran’’), 
have recorded the marks, features, and pencillings impressed 
on it by the God of Nature. “The Bass Rock,” a 
work which appeared in the year of fraternisation (1848), and 
Owes its existence to the united labours, light, learned and 
loveable, of five eminent men, brought together by Mr. James 
Crawford, jun., a writer to the signet in Edinburgh, and 
evidently an earnest man of the right stamp. These five 
writers are—for the geology, Hugh Miller, “the prince of 
geological authors;” for the zoology, Dr. Fleming, Professor 
of Natural Science in New College, Edinburgh ; for the plants, 
Dr. Balfour, Professor of Botany in Edinburgh Colleze and 
Keeper of Edinburgh Botanical Gardens; for its civil and 
ecclesiastical history, the Rev. Thomas M‘Crie, the son of the 
world-known biographer of Knox; and for its martyrs, the 
Rev. James Anderson. 


Our readers may begin, as we did, with Hugh Miller’s pages. 
We assure them of a treat. Take its style, take its treatment, 
take its matter, it is the writing and observation of a man who 
Has eyes, and who knows how touse them. Hecan write from, 
as well as find and found instruction in, rocks and on precipices, 
We congratulate Mr. Crawford in such a coadjutor. 


An annotator on Shakspeare (we prefer the old method of 
spelling the name) may well quote Hugh Miller’s admirable 
pages on this mass of “trap,” rising from the German Ocean, 
a mile or so from the coast of East Lothian, in illustration of 

** Sermons from stones, 
And good in everything.” 

Had we space we might profitably extract whole pages of 
Hugh Miller's chapters. With Mr, Miller as a guide, and 
with the admirable view of the rock illustrating “Old Mortality” 
(drawn by Thomson, of Duddingston, and engraved by W. 
Miller, of Edinburgh), published in the Abbotsford edition of 
“Waverley,” and those by J. M. W. Turner, R.A., and 
Thomson, of Duddingston, in the large quarto work published 
by Rodwell and Martin, and by Tilt, in Fleet-street, as well as 
in the Abbotsford edition of ‘The Bride of Lammermoor,” we 
have the Bass before us as we have often seen it ; the Abbots- 
ford edition view is especially good, accurate, and masterly. 
As, in a recent paper, we dwelt for some little space on Miller’s 
other works—* First Impressions of England,” ‘Old ‘Red 
Sandstone,” now in a third edition, and his “ Geological 
Rambles,” shortly to be published, with cuts of the fossils by 
our friend John Adams—we need only say that we mean often 
to return to his pages, in which the freshness is as pure as the 


laughing sea, in which Coleridge’s ship of ‘The Ancient 
Mariner’”’ sails, 


“ The furrow follows free.” 
A rich, manly style has Hugh Miller, as averse to mawkishness 
as he is to noodling ignorance. 

Professor Balfour’s chapter is also fresh and pleasant ; but he 
should not have confined himself to the plants of the rock ; but 
doubtless he and Dr. Fleming were restricted. If Mr. Craw- 
ford were a friend of ours we would advise him to let these 
two naturalists wander, over space and paper, like Hugh 
Miller. Professor Balfour and the Rev. David Landsborough, 
with Dr. Greville or our friend Robert Stark, would tind algee 
enough near the rock to make several speaking chapters ; and 
Dr. Fleming or Dr. Johnston, accompanied or unaccompanied 
by 4 modest Whittingham friend of ours whom we dare not 
name, and the Rey. David Landsborough or his son, with Mr, 
Alder, would find mollusca, cephalopods, bracheopods, and 
gasteropods, “ names given to species of crustacea (???), according 
as their feelers, or feet, are attached (we quote from memory) 
to the head, to the shoulders, or to the stomach.’ Tuts from a sixty- 
page pamphlet lately issued on geology by one who wishes to 
pass as facetious, 

‘**A man of high degree.” 


We say that Mr, Alder and our other friends would find, in the 
immediate vicinity of the rock, other animals beside solan geese ; 
for it is to the history of that bird, named by old authors and 
by modern naturalists after the Bass Rock (Sura Bassana— 
Pelecanus Bassanus of Linnzus), the talented author of « British 
Animals” has been forced, from. want of space, to restrict him- 
self and his readers.

National vanity can never take a more healthy direction than 
when it tends to promote the public good. A case in point is 
offered in the annual exhibitions of the Society of Arts, 
Adelphi, where a few public-spirited men, animated with a 
patriotic zeal not to be outdone in the arts by any neighbouring 
nation, have devoted not a little of their time and money to 
establish a kind of centre for competition, a public circus where 
aspiring merit might run courses to determine excellence, and 
be rewarded or excited to fresh exertion. The patronage of the 
noble and the great is an important element of the success the 
Society of Arts can now 80 justly boast of. Genius is never 
selfish, and the praises of those who represent the virtue and 
wisdom of the state will always operate on superior minds when, 
probably, the mere stimulus of gain would have no effect. If 
riches could have bought the services of such, there can be 
little doubt that Britain would long ere this have been pre- 
eminent for the classical beauty and elegance of the produc- 
tions of her industry ; but with a moneyed stimulus only our 
manufactures have chiefly grown up; and, though the industry 
and perseverance of her sons have filled every country with 
their handiworks, they have only spread further false 
ideas of our rustic thoughts and habits, and of our national 
bad taste. At length, however, a new and kindly spirit has 
rested upon the surface of general society, and the latent 
capability of the mass is rapidly being leavened into activity 
by the spreading of that enlightenment, which, having first 
affected the upper ranks, is already telling so beneficially upon 
the whole community. In the present exhibition we find 
railway labourers and park-rangers evincing talents for design 
and execution the most extraordinary ; 
and beside them, and challenging with 
them public admiration, we have works 
executed by no less a personage than the 
Prince Consort of our own loved Queen. 
The Field of the Cloth of Gold exhibited 
no higher or more gratifying spectacle 
than does the rooms of the Society of 
Arts this year; and the encounter of 
minds there, affords many similar illustra- 
tions of the moral superiority of modern 
chivalry, over the selfish displays in- 
dulged in by our fighting ancestors. 

Great as are the obligations due by the 
manufactures of this country to the ex- 
ertions of the institution in John-street, 
Adelphi, there is still a considerable 
amount of ignorance as to its origin and 
progress. Many.suppose the society has 
had an existence of but a few years, and 
will be surprised to learn that it was 
founded so far back as 1753, by William 
Shipley, a name that well deserves to be 
remembered. Encouraged by the counte- 
nance of Lords Folkestone and Romney, 
several meetings were held of ‘‘theeleven’”’ 
who consituted the society at the tirst an- 
nual meeting in 1754. At that time, it 
seems, the meetings were usually itine- 
rant, or held at no one particular place, for 
we find, among the records, that it was 
not until March, 1755, or just ninety 
years ago, that the society had suffici- 
ently increased to enable them to engage 
apartments of their own in Craig’s-court, 
Fleet-street. From this time they discon- 
tinued their earlier practice of hiring an 
occasional room at coffee-houses, among 
which, by-the-by, Peele’s, at the corner 
of Fetter-lane, is specially mentioned, as 
having been frequently honoured by the 
presence of the members. 

The first, president of the 
Society of Arts was Lord Folke- 
stone, who held the office till 
his decease, in 1775, when Lord 
Romney, another of its founders, 
was chosen, and continued to 
preside for thirty-two years suc- 
cessively, In 1756 the members 
had considerably increased in 
numbers, larger apartments 
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thought themselves entitled. “Let my 
future daughter-in-law bring nobility 
into the family, and I’ll find wealth,’’ 
said Mr. Hunter; and with this senti- 
ment, and the conviction that it would 
be carried out whenever he liked, he 
felt in no hurry to see his son married, 
thinking him too young and too wild to 
settle in life: an opinion fully shared by 
Mrs. Hunter.

Before the 
fireplace of the room was a clothes-horse, and there was also a 
small truckle bedstead, on which the servant usually slept, and 
this had been apparently turned up in haste, the bed and bedding 
being thrown on the ground. Witness saw the stone in the fire- 
place on the Wednesday evening, but, conceiving it likely that the 
murder had been committed with the poker, he did not examine it 
minutely. Qn the Thursday, in consequence of haying received 
information that the prisoner had made a kind of confession, he 
again proceeded to the house of deceased while the doctors were in 
the course of making an examination of the body, and went to the 
fireplace and took possession of the stone, which he handed to Dr. 
Fairbrother, who fitted it to one of the wounds, and it fitted exactly. 
The witness then deposed to having accompanied Sergeant Carp 
and the other constables to the prisoner’s father’s house, where she 
was found concealed in a coalhole underneath a Staircase. He 
asked her when she had left the service of her mistress in Trenchard- 
Street, and she replied, “I left on Friday.” ‘After that he 
informed her that he took her into custody on a charge of 
murdering her mistress. She replied, ‘You may take me into 
custody, but it was not I that did it.’ Witness then cautioned her 
about saying anything, and she said nothing further, but seemed 
distressed. in her mind. The witness then deposed to the finding 
of the plate and jewellery in the coalhole where she was secreted, 
and in other parts of her father’s house, and also to five silver 
teaspoons being found at the station-house concealed in the le of 
one of her stockings. When the girl was apprehended she at 
most of her clotnes. The police had difficulty in getting into the 
house, and were kept-on the outside for six or seven miuutes, quite 
long enough for her to have dressed herself.—Susan Miller deposed 
to having known Miss Jefferies for ten or twelve years before her 
death, and was in the habit of going on errands for her. Miss 
Jefferies was often without a seryant, and witaess then used some- 
times to help her to make her bed and to go into the kitchen. ‘The 
young woman in custody (Sarah Thomas) was the last person who 
lived with Miss Jefferies as servant.—Police Sergeant Summers, of 
the detective force, deposed to assisting in the search of the 
prisoner’s father’s house. When she was found in the coalhole she 
had her clothes an, but her gown was not fastened. At the foot of 
her bed witness found a pocket, in which was a small tin box, con- 
taining twenty-seven sovereigns and four half sovereigns, Wit- 
ness asked whose pocket it was, and the mother said, “It is 
her pocket—I will tell no more lies for her.” In the coalhole, 
pushed under the stairs, witness found four silver tablespoons 
and a gravy spoon, marked “E. J.;” and in other parts of the 
house he found a gold watch, gold neck-chains, seals, lockets, and 
other articles of jewellery. Witness, on Thursday, searched the privy 
of the deceased lady’s house, and in the soil was the body of her dog, 
—P. C. Elmes and Mrs, Cridland, female searchers at the central 
police-station, Bridewell-street, likewise found property belonging 
to the deceased lady, which had been found partly in the girl’s 
boxes and partly concealed in the stockings she had on when taken 
into custody.—Police-constable M‘Claimant, No. 85, gave some 
very important evidence. He stated that, while under his charge, 
the girl Sarah Thomas, without his having used any inducements 
or threats, made a communication to him respecting the murder. 
She told him there was a servant girl with the old woman two 
months before she went to reside with her as servant, and whose 
place she took; that this girl came down to the house on Saturday 
morning while she (prisoner) was taking the shutters down from 
the window, and told her that she had been several times for a 
character from the old woman, but she would not give her one, and 
she could not get a situation except she got acharacter. Then 
she said she would go up stairs and murder the old woman. She 
then went up stairs and killed the old woman with a stone, 
after which she got the keys and opened a cupboard, and took 
out asmall box that was full of sovereigns, gave her (prisoner) 
part of them, and took the rest herself. She told her that 
she would give her all the silver spoons and plate if she would 
not speak of it, for it would be a long time before it 
could be found out, as not many persons came to the 
house. They then ransacked the house, came down Stairs, 
put on the frying pan, made some pancakes, and had their 
tea, and the stone which the girl killed the old woman with 
they laid on the hob by the side of the fireplace. They did not 
leave the house till about dinner-time, when she (the prisoner) 
came out and saw a boy, whom she hired to take her boxes to Hor. 
field. She said the girl’s name who committed the murder was 
Maria Lewis or Maria Williams, but witness was not certain which. 
She also said that when they came out of the house the other girl 
locked the door, and took away the keys in her pocket. Witness 
was afterwards sent up to the house, and, on his return, the prisoner 
said, ‘* Did you see the old duchess ?”’——Lucy Chad, a servant girl 
who had lived in Miss Jefferies’s service till about seven weeks 
before the prisoner went to live with her, was called on to prove that 
she was in Bath on the day of the murder, and to speak to the habits 
of the deceased. She stated that Miss Jefferies used to rise about 
ten o’clock, and retire to bed at about elven or twelve o’clock. She

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


SHockine AccipenT.—Last week (says a Westmore- 
land paper) an inquest was held at Holme, before R. Wilson, Esq., 
on the body of William Postlethwaite, aged sixteen, son of Isaac 
Postlethwaite, of Hol.ue-park, farmer. According to the account 
given by the deceased to his brother, he had been throwing some 
hay off the mow in the barn, and had afterwards pitched the fork 
down into the shed, the grains of which stuck into the floor. He 
had then thoughtlessly slid down the front of the mow, and by a 
strange and horrible accident.the end of the handle, coming against 
the lower part of his person, was actually thrust with great violence 
into his bowels. He.went into the house stooping in great pain, 
and told his brother what had:happened. ‘Two surgeons attended 
him, but the internal injury inflicted was so great that he ultimately 
died. A verdict of “ Accidental death” was returned. 


Fara AcciIpeENT TO THE Expest DAvuGHTER oF 
Masor-GENERAL STEWART, AT KenitwortH.—We have seldom 
experienced greater regret than in the record of this melancholy 
occurrence. Miss Stewart, a young lady, between fifteen and six- 
teen years of age, just recovering from a few weeks’ indisposition, 
was permitted by her medical attendant (Mr. Middleton, of Leam- 
ingt.n) to take equestrian exercise. Her fondness for animals 
induced her, as it had frequently dane before, to give them some 
sort of food in the stable; and tne of them, probably from her 
being wrapped up more than usual, and having been away for two 
months, not recognising her, so kicked her about the head, that 
her death must have been almost instantaneous, An inquest was 
held at the King’s Arms Hotel, Kenilworth, before G.'U. Green- 
way, Esq , county coroner, when John Pugh, the coachman of 
General Stewart, deposed to finding the body under the horse’s 
legs, between two and three o’clock in the .afternoon; he removed 
it near to the stable door, when blood flowed rapidly from it; the ’ 
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young lady, however, never spoke afterwards, and to all appearance 
was quite dead when. the coachman entered the stable. The 
evidence went to prove that, on her going into the Stable, the 
horse, which was ab ut four years old, and full of play, must have 
seized her bonnet with his teeth, and’ that, in her fright, she felt 
and received mortal injury by a kick from the animal. She had 
evidently gone on the off instead of the near side of the horse, 
which in some measure might account for the unfortunate occur- 
rence. The coroner hoped this would act as a warning against 
ladies entering such places, and a verdict of ‘“ Accidental death,” 
with a nominal deodand of Is. on the horse, was returned. Surgical 
attendance was called in, but not before life was extinct.

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 


We have in our theatrical column made a brief allusion to this 
establishment, promising in our second edition a more ample review; 
and we may begin by repeating that a finer performance was never 
witnessed; and, although the opera is filled with stirring action 
and complicated scenic effects, not a single contrariety occurred 
from the beginning to the end to interrupt the magnificent ensemble. 

‘“‘Masaniello” is Auber’s masterpiece. Replete with melcdious 
imagery, it preserves admirably its local colouring. The melo- 
dramatic music descriptive of the signs of Fenella the dumb girl, 
and the music to the characteristic dances, the Gueracha, the 
Bolero, and Tarantella, are remarkable for their appropriateness 
and charm. The colossal character of the choral pieces is also 
grand and imposing. The overture is animated and descriptive, 
and was played with overwhelming energy by Costa’s matchless 
orchestra. 

Masaniello was enacted for the first time by Mario. He has been 
heard in better voice, as he was labouring under an attack of 
influenza; but his success in a very arduous part, exacting histrionic 
as well as vocal qualities of the highest order, was very great. His 
costume was highly picturesque, and his action very graceful and 
dramatic. The mad scene was particularly fine, and his rousing 
the people to insurrection in the market scene vigorous and exciting, 
His singing of the barcarole in the second act, in the duo with 
Pietro, and in the concerted pieces in the fourth act, was beyond all 
praise ; he proved himself to be the prince of tenors. His triumph 
in “ Masaniello” has been as signal as that in ‘‘ The Huguenots,” and 
Mario now ranks as a great tragedian as well as an incomparable 
vocalist. 

The part next in importance to Masaniello is that of his sister 
Fenella, the dumb girl of Portici. Mlle. Pauline Leroux, who was 
its representative for many years in Paris, completely gained the 
suffrages and sympathies of the auditory by her truly speaking 
pantomime ; every gesture told its tale; her eyes discoursed eloquent 
music, and it required no book to interpret her animated action. 

Pietro, the fierce and violent companion in insurrection of 
Masaniello, was rendered a complete picture by Massol. His 


‘exquisitely-toned baritone voice and vigorous style were manifested 
y g y 


throughout the opera; but in the duo with Mario in the second 
act, and in the barcarole Opening the last act, Massol attained 
the climax of perfection. Madame Dorus Gras conquered the 
intricate and florid divisions of Elvira’s airs with infinite skill and 
brillianey. 

The orchestral and choral forces, which play such important parts 
in ‘* Masaniello,”? were most efficient. The choruses of the fisher- 
men in the market scene were given with unparalleled precision. 
The celebrated prayer, sung without accompaiiment, was demanded 
twice. The gradations of sound were managed, from the swelling 
of the voices in the crescendo down to the softest pianissimo, with 
a rare skill, and the whole was charrningly in tune. The incidental 
dances, particularly the Tarantella, were singularly effective. 

The scenic effects were picturesque, and the eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius, closing the operz, was one of the most skilfully-mechanical 
contrivances ever witnessed. The principal artistes were called for 
with enthusiasm, and then the national anthem was sung, the house 
presenting a gorgeous appearance as the company rose to join in 
the loyal demonstration, The house was crowded with rank and 
fashion.

EMBROIDERY IN BRAID. 
SMOKING CAP. 
Materials—Emerald-green velvet, and gold cord or 
gold-coloured silk braid. 

Cut a round piece of velvet for the crown, and 
four pieces for the sides, the width as given in 
illustration, but increase the depth an inch and a 
half. These must gradually be sloped to the top 
part, so that each shall measure a little more than 
one quarter of the crown. Draw the pattern with 
a chalk crayon, and sew on the eord or braid. Line 
with silk, and sew a piece of cord or braid on the 
joinings at the sides, and also round the crown. 
Finish with gold band and gold tassels.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


Armand; or, The Peer and the Peasant. A Play, in Five Acts. 
By Mrs. Mowatt. Newbery. 

This play was produced some time ago, with considerable 
stage success, at the Marylebone Theatre. Our business here 
is with its literary merits; and we are glad to say that we per- 
ceive the same delicacy of feeling in Mrs, Mowatt’s verses 
which we haye frequently and with much pleasure observed in 
her acting, One particular passage, were there no others, 
would stamp her poetry genuine; and with that we shall con- 
clude a notice, brief for want of space, but not because the 


play will not bear dwelling on :— 
‘“‘?’'Tis happiness to me to live—to be! 

My very instincts—nay, the very use 
Of every separate sense by which we hold 
Communion visible with external being 
Is happiness! To gaze upon the sky 
Arched in blue glory o’er my upturned head— 
The forms of beauty, called by loving spring ~ 
Out of the affluent bosom of the earth ; ; 
The sun, beneath whose warm, resplendent light 
All nature teems: these simplest, daily things, 
Which custom cannot strip of loveliness, 
To look on these is to be happy !—is

To him who made them, to make us more blest!” 


Poems for Young Children. Darton and Co. 

These are well meant poems enough, we doubt not; and 
will, in fact, serve as a sort of comic rhymer for adults; but 
whether their effects are likely to be considerable in the nursery 
or no, is another matter. To say the truth, the morals are 
somewhat trivial, even for children. ‘he dangers of playing 
ball with a loose boot-lace; the sad result of throwing stones— 
the stone rebounding from a tree, and, like the charmed bullet, 
hitting the marksman ; with others, set forth in most elaborate 
metre, don’t appear exactly the thing. Still there is something 
in the book which may instruct, and possibly even amuse, a

A Monograph of the British Naked-eyed Medusa, with Figures of 
all the Species. By Professor Forbes. Published. by the 
Ray Society. 

Sea-bathers will not be prepared to hear that those jelly- 
fishes with which they have made acquaintance are creatures 
of organized and complicated structure, Such, nevertheless, 
is the fact; and he who delights to hear of Nature’s wonders 
may consult Professor Forbes’s work for no ordinary store. We 
transfer an extract as example :— 

‘© In the minds of most people who have been at the seaside the 
notion of a Medusa naturally associates itself with that of a nettle, 
since both the animal and the plant enjoy an equal reputation for 
their stinging powers, and for the production of an extremely 
similar, though not the less unpleasant, sensation, when incautiously 
handled or inadvertently touched. The term Acalephe, so fre- 
quently applied to the whole of the Medusa tribe, is significant of 
their nettle-like nature. Yet it is not improbable that this offensive 
faculty of stinging is possessed by only a small minority of the sea- 
jellies—a minority chiefly,-if not wholly, composed of the 
steganophthalmatous species. Among them the Cyanea capillata 
of our seas is a most formidable creature, and the terror of tender- 
skinned bathers. With its broad, tawny, festooned, and scalloped 
disc, often a full foot or even more across, it flaps its way through 
the yielding waters, and drags after it a long train of riband-like 
arms, and seemingly interminable tails, marking its course when 
the body is far away from us. Once tangled in its trailing ‘ hair,’ 
the unfortunate who has recklessly ventured across the graceful 
monster’s path, too soon writhes in prickly torture. Every struggle 
but binds the poisonous threads more firmly round his body, and 
then there is no escape ; for, when the winder of the fatal net finds 
his course impeded by the terrified human wrestling in its coils, he, 
seeking no combat with the mightier biped, casts loose his 
envenomed arms and swims away. The amputated weapons, 
severed from their parent body, vent vengeance on the cause of 
their destruction, and sting as fiercely as if their original pro- 
prietor itself gave the word of attack. The Cyanea: Lamarckii 
possesses a like dangerous power; and Pelagiacyanellaalso, though 
very faintly, as I have experienced. But, unless Chrysaora 
hysoscella sting, no other Meduse of our seas, besides those men- 
tioned, have been observed, at least by me or naturalists known to 
me, to possess this noxious property. I have in vain endeavoured 
to elicit such nettling proofs of rage in any of the naked-eyed 
species, though I have stirred, and grasped, and rubbed together 
hundreds of them belonging to many genera. It is right, however, 
to notice this matter, for it may yet be found that either at par- 
ticular seasons, or under peculiar circumstances, more than one 
species can sting. Dicquemare has stated that certain species of 
Oceania sting, though very slightly, and only when they come in 
contact with very sensitive parts, such as the eyes. Not being 
ambitious of suffering stone-blindness by playing too closely with 
even the smallest gorgon’s head, I have never ventured to repeat 
the worthy abbé’s experiment, and prefer keeping my eyes intact 
to poking Meduse into them. For such rash experiments, Ben 
Jonson’s song might be paraphrased— 

“Odo not wanton with those eyes, 
Lest you be sick with seeing,” 
—and not bad advice either.”

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


Multum in Parvo. A Complete Instructor for the Pianoforte. 
A new edition. Editedand revised by J. A. Hamilton. D’Almaine and 
Co., Soho-square.—In this book there is, as its name implies, much 
in a little, and much more, as far as real instruction goes, than we 
often look for, but in vain, in much larger works. It has seldom 
fallen to our lot to review a book upon the theory of music, in which 
we have found so little to find fault with—indeed, we might say 
we have discovered nothing in it faulty. The style of explanation 
is particularly clear and simple in phraseology ; the best of all 
styles for elementary works, The airs selected for the practical 
portion are all pleasing, and admirably adapted to the end in view, 
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namely, the gradual advancement of the learner. We heartily 
recommend this work to all beginners; it is a monstrous cheap 
three shillings’ worth of sound information. 

Deux Etudes pour le Pianoforte. Composed by Marie Moody. 
Price 3s. Wessel and Co., 229, Regent-street.—These two studies 
have pleased us mightily. The first, in A, three-eight teme, is not 
only pleasing, graceful, and constructed with great artistic skill, 
but carries out, from the beginning to the end, the peculiar aim 
the composer had in view—that of performing the same or similar 
passages by the two hands alternately. There is a playfulness in 
the idea very likely to lead a young student on to many more hours 
of practice than a drier style of composition would tempt him to. 
The second studio is in G, two-four time, and is admirably adapted 
to the practice of playing double notes in the treble, and at the 
same time giving great facility to the left hand in, if we might be 
allowed the expression, walking about the instrument. This study 
should have been more fully fingered—the bass in particular should 
have been fingered almost throughout. These two studies will not 
only well repay the student for the labour necessary for their perfect 
performance, but, when perfect, will give as much pleasure to the 
executant as to the listener. 

Songs of Scotland. Wood’s Edition. Edited by George Farquhar 
Graham. Sixpence each number.—The January and February 
numbers are before us. The two numbers contain no less than 
fourteen songs, well printed and well edited ; and the notes, which 
are copious, are very interesting as well as instructive. We have 
had so frequently to speak in terms of commendation of this work, 
that we need only now add that these parts fully bear out the promise 
made in the former numbers. 

‘* Robin Goodfellow Quadrilles.”” Arranged for airs in Loder’s 
ballad opera of ‘‘ Robin Goodfellow,” by Ricardo Linter. In two sets. 
D’Almaine and Co., Soho-square.—The airs in ‘* Robin Goodfellow” 
are much better adapted for the exercise of the voice than for that of 
the feet, but still make two very fair sets of quadrilles; but we do 
not promise them great popularity. 

‘*My Own Tyrol.” TyrolienneSong. ByMadameBalfe. Arranged 
by L..Lavenu ; poetry by E. Fitzball. Cramer and Co., Regent- 
street.—This Tyrolienne is very pretty, very simple, and very easy 
of execution, and, we may add, very effective, considering the 
cramped nature of the measure. Mr. Fitzball has produced a very 
pleasing flow of poetical imagery. The accompaniments do not 
evince any straining after variety in harmonies, the tonic and 
dominant being the only two employed—with one single exception, 
and then the sub-dominant is used. 

‘‘The Bridal Blessing.’’ Ballad. Composed by Stephen Glover. 
Poetry by Mrs. Crawford. D’Almaine and Co., Soho-square.—A 
charming ballad, both as regards the music and the words. The 
poetry bears the stamp of Mrs. Crawford’s usual good taste and 
feeling. We will give one verse :— 

* Bless thee, my child! the hour is come 
That tears thee from a father’s side; 
Alas! I'seem as stricken dumb,— 

I scarce can bless thee as a2 bride. 
Tis nature’s law that we should part, 
Yet nature cannot chide my tears, 
Those fountains of a father’s heart 
Will gush for thee, my hope of years. 


THE DRAMA. 


Her Masesty’s THEATRE.—At last the dramatic and 
musical critic is aroused from the somnambulism in which for the 
last two months he has been allowed to indulge. Week after week 
his dreamy cry was—Nothing new; but, now the Opera season has 
commenced, he must be up and stirring, for there is novelty 
enough promised. What with a host of new singers announced at 
two Italian Operas—wonders to be done at the Philharmonic— 
Ancient Concerts—Wednesday’s Concerts—Saturday’s Concerts 
(we mean entertainments, Mr. Barker’s; for it would be difficult 
to make a concert with only one singer),—these, with we know not 
how many other concerts, constitute a formidable enemy to the 
critic’s further sleepiness. The first place to be noticed, as it 
ever must be, is her Majesty’s Theatre. This superb establish- 
ment opened its doors to its subscribers and the public on Thursday 
evening; and a more brilliant assemblage of rank, fashion, and beauty 
has seldom, if ever, graced even this really aristocratic temple of song. 
The crowded state of the house and the general enthusiasm were 
little to be wondered at, when we remember that on this night the 
great Alboni was to make her first appearance at this theatre. 
The opera selected for this, the opening, night was Rossini’s 
charming work, ‘‘ La Cenerentola.”’ It was always regarded at the 
other Italian Opera- house, last year, that the great hit of that theatre 
was Alboni’s triumph in ‘ Cenerentola’; and the triumph she 
achieved on Thursday last gives her former greatness completeness 
in all respects. It seemed to us that, having planted her foot 
upon that ground which had so gloriously been trodden vy the im- 
mortal Lind, she was determined to make her footing sure or fall 
never to rise agein. From her first note to her last she evinced 
the same laudable determination to aim at nothing short of 
excellence, and in no one instance did she miss the mark. We 
remember to have witnessed Paganini’s first performance at the 
Adelphi Theatre after having played at this splendid house, and 
his utterly hopeless look of despair as he endeavoured to bring out 
his usual extraordinary tone: he cast his eyes up to the ceiling 
and shook his head, as much as to say, ‘‘ Am I playing in a sand- 
pit?”? Now, the look of Alboni was exactly the reverse of this, as 
she commenced, ** Una volta c’era un Re’’; for she gazed around as 
if astonished at the wonderfully dilated beauty of her own voice, 
owing to the equal vibratory powers of a magnificent and operatic 
building. We have seldom before found ‘‘ Una volta c’era 
un Re” an effective caballetta; but with her it is eminently so. 
But, perhaps, one of the greatest of her many excellencies in this 
opera was her ‘Io verrei saper perche,’”’ in the duet with the 
Prince. It was perfection—so pure, so pathetic, and, above all, 
so artistic. Her singing, at her entrance into the ball-room, was 
quite wonderful, and elicited rapturous applause; as, indeed, 
did everything she attempted. But what words can we find to 
convey our admiration of her singing in the finale? The largo, 
“‘ Nacqui all’ affanno,”’ and then the ‘‘ Non piu mesta,’’—they leave 
us com,letely lost in hopelessness, so impossible is it to find words 
to express our admiration. The tremendous encore plainly told 
how truly our own feelings were reciprocated by the entire audience. 
The curtain fell upon one of the greatest triumphs ever achieved b 
any singer. The other characters*were ably sustained by Mlle. 
Anglois and Mme. Grimaldi, Gardoni, Arnold (his first appearance 
in this country—this gentleman we shall notice more fully in our 
next), IF. Lablache, and Belletti. After this musical banquet 
followed a choregraphic dessert perfectly delicous, which was relished 
to excess. ‘ Le Diable 4 Quatre’’ is too well known to need any 
particular mention; and the manner in which it was represented 
may easily be imagined when we mention the names of Carlotta 
Grisi—the fascinating Carlotta; Marie Taglioni—a perfect sylph, 
if ever sylph there were; and the charming Carolina Rosati; aided 
by M. Charles—and M, D’Or, who, as might be supposed, gained 
golden opinions by his finished dancing. The National Anthem 
was sung during the evening.

Mr, Burford has overcome what we 
should have thought serious difficulties in the execution of his 
task ; and we can hardly imagine by what means he succeeded 
in giving so perfect and accurate a delineation of this scene of 
surpassing beauty. Its correctness we can vouch for; and its 
artistic merits will fascinate those who are unable to compare 
the representation with the great original. In short, a visit to 
the Righi is now reduced to a walk to Leicester-square. 


ROYAL POLYTECNIC INSTITUTION. 


There has recently been deposited in this institution a 
mattress stuffed with cork shreds, for the double purpose of a 
bed or life-preserver. A number of experiments were last 
summer exhibited on the Thames, at Woolwich Dockyard, to 
test the efficacy of the invention, in the presence of Sir G. 
Bremer and other naval authorities, who gave their unqualified 
approbation of the invention. The invention is exceedingly 
simple, being small shreds of cork for stuffing mattresses, &c., 
instead of horsehair, wool, or flock. Until lately it has been im- 
possible to obtain the material in sufficient quantities, caused 
by the machinery not possessing power to overcome the ex- 
ceeding toughness of the cork; consequently the process was 
exceedingly slow. The consequence was, the invention did 
not become generally known or used. A newly-invented 
machine has commenced working on the premises of the 
patentees, at the City Saw-mills, Regent’s-canal, by which 
the cork is cut with the greatest despatch and facility. Had 
mattresses stuffed with this material been on board of the 
vessel which was unfortunately lost so recently on the coast of 
Essex, the greater portion of the sufferers would have been 
saved, 


TABLE TALK. 


HE Queen purposes wearing, 
upon the approaching Drawing- 
room, a superb robe selected from 
the last silks of the Spitalfields 
looms, which fabrics this season 
surpass those of Lyons, being 
wider, stouter, and cheaper, while 
the designs are grand and the re- 
verse of trifling. ‘The ball of last 
year—the untiring energy and 
solid patronage of the Court and 
aristocracy—their school of design 
—and the wealth thrown emulatively and commercially by a great 
West-end house into the movement—have contributed to this result. 


The professional mendicancy of the metropolis is carried 
to an extent that can scarcely be conceived. Upona particular 
Saturday evening it was determined to ascertain how (says the 
Times) some 250 professionals of this class were employing their 
time, and the result was as follows :—They were found scattered 
over 29 lodging-houses, four public-houses, and three eating- 
houses. The majority were in the lodging-houses. The men were 
busy_with their suppers, which were of the most substantial and 
comfortable kind, such as beef-steaks, eggs and bacon, &c., and 
they were washing down these eatables with copious draughts of 
porter. The ladies—the agonized mothers with the two hired 
infants—were enjoying their tea, which they flavoured with many 
a relish andmany arasher. Everything was as comfortable as the 
purest philanthropist could desire. In the eating-houses were 23 
beggars refreshing themselves after the toils of the day with soup, 
meat, and potatoes. Inthe public-houses it was still better: 15 
professional gentlemen and ladies were there making a night of it 
with gin and beer, and indulging each other with a recital of the 
tricks they had practised in the course of the day on the 
public, with tales of the old gentlemen they had followed in the 
Park, and of ladies whom they had chased even to their own door- 
posts in Belgravia. 


A son of the late lamented artist, Mr. Haydon, whose 
untimely fate excited so much public sympathy, has been appointed 
by Lord John Russell to a junior clerkship in the Treasury. 


The calendar of the prisoners for trial at the Wiltshire 
assizes states that ‘‘a young man, named William Nobbs, is charged 
with embezzling a penny, the property of her Majesty.” 


The Emperor of Russia stands forth in the world (says 
the Times) as the representative of fixed principles of authority, 
tinged with religious enthusiasm, but regulated by established laws 
of conduct. His attention is directed to the anticipated failure of 
those experiments of popular government in which the Germanic 
states are still absorbed with small chance of a speedy deliverance ; 
and he possibly reckons on a time when the military authority of 
the North will be the last anchor of exhausted Europe. For that 
purpose he collects his resources. But to suppose that, because 
the world is convulsed by revolutions, Russia is herself intent on 
accomplishing a revolution of the greatest magnitude, by planting 
her flag on the Bosphorus, is to convert the Emperor Nicholas into 
the most daring of anarchists and the most unscrupulous of ageres- 
sors. 


Sir Charles Napier proceeds to India with more extensive 
powers for the management of the war and the settlement of the 
Punjaub than are usually granted to generals commanding the 
forces in India. He is not to be governed or hampered, we under- 
stand, by the directions of the civil servants or political agents of 
the company. Sir Charles is on the best terms with the East India 
Directors, by whom he is to be entertained at a grand banquet 
this day, previous ta his departure to assume the command in India. 
Sir Charles having expressed a wish to visit Italy previous to his 
going to India, the Lords of the Admiralty have given orders for 
one of her Majesty’s steamers to be at Leghorn on the 28th of the 
present month, to convey the general from Leghorn to Alexandria, 
to meet the Marseilles mail there. The mail is to be detained 
at Alexandria until the arrival of Sir Charies. 


Sir W. C. Ross, R.A., had the honour of taking the last 


sitting, on Tuesday, for a likeness of Prince Ernest of Leiningen, 
by command of the Queen. 
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The overture to “ Athaliah” is one of the greatest orches- 
tral compositions that Mendelssohn has given to the world. It is 
very similar in plan, and not unlike in character, to the first instru- 
mental movement of the ‘‘ Lobegesang.’”’ ‘Ihe introduction opens 
with a chorale that is afterwards treated with great contrapuntal 
ingenuity as a counter-subject to the more exciting theme of the 
subsequent allegro; this is followed by a melody of the most exqui- 
site beauty, allotted chiefly to wind instruments with the accom- 
paniment of harps, which also appears again in the principal move- 
ment, of which it forms the second subject. This is interrupted by 
a burst of trumpets which introduces the allegro—an agitated 
movement of great passion, that abounds in all those beauties that 
are peculiar to its author. The overture has recently been per- 
formed at the Philharmonic. 


If Mr. Cotter (who has undergone recently most summary 
treatment from the Spanish Government) was guilty of any 
such conspiracy as is alleged against him, why was he not tried by 
a Spanish tribunal? Had he been condemned even by that, we 
should not have said a word. But to condemn an Englishman 
unheard, and transport him untried, for a supposed and fabricated 
crime, that the vindictive officers of Government dare not allege in 
any court, and durst only whisper in the ear of a secretary of state: 
this, we say, is infamous; although it is the kind of tyranny and 
infamy which certain parties applaud.

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The next act depicted on the Tapestry, ‘‘ Hic dedit Willelmus 
arma Haroldo’”’—Here William gave arms to Harold, will lead 
us to infer, contrary to the opinions of some, that William was 
with his troops when the siege of Dinan took place; since this 
giving of arms to Harold was evidently immediately after the 
battle and before the return to Bayeux. The act itself may be 
considered as something analogous to knighting on the field of 
battle, and as conveying the highest possible compliment to 
the valour and military skill of the Saxon chief. Some might 
imagine that little or no additional honour could be thus 
bestowed on him who in England was designated one of the 
“King’s darlings,” and possessed the great earldoms of East 
Anglia, Essex, Cambridge, Huntingdon, and Middlesex, and 
had become even greater by his father’s death. In addition to 
his renown as a warrior, Harold was distinguished by his 
manly stature, his beauty, his engaging manners, and his wit.

‘* Hic Willelmus venit Bagias’’—Here William came to Bayeux. 
This city is, like others on the Tapestry, represented by a castle 
on an eminence, towards which the parties are advancing. 

The next event is one of singular importance, as affecting the 
character of Harold for fidelity and truth. ‘ Ubi Harold sacra- 
mentum fecit Willelmo duci’’—Where Harold took an oath to 
Duke William. Wesee William seated on a throne, his sword 
in his right hand, his left extended towards Harold, probably 
dictating the terms of the oath, Both of them have laid aside 
their armour, and are clad in mantles of state. The Saxon 
chief is standing between two shrines, or boxes of relics, ahand 
upon each, and pronouncing, according to historians, the solemn 
oath by which he vowed to recognise William as successor to 
the throne of England on the death of Edward the Confessor, 
On the top of that box on which the right hand of Harold is 
placed we find a cross at each end; from this it has been con- 
jectured that a piece of the true cross was deposited there, thus 
giving the highest possible sanctity to the oath which was 
attested, as it were, by so holy a relic.

The variety of flowers is infinite. The following may be 
named as the most fashionable for wearing in the hair in 
evening dress:—Wreaths of white flowers intermixed with 
gtass, wheat-ears, wild flowers and heath of all kinds, con- 
volvulus of various colours, honeysuckle, the damask rose, and 
the water-lily, 

The fashion for wearing a band of velvet ribbon round the 
throat, which was so prevalent some years ago, has lately 
been partially revived. Not only black, but blue or green 
velvet bands, are now worn, and they are fastened by clasps, 

slides, or small brooches. Bracelets of velvet ribbon, with 
| flowing ends, are also fashionable ; they are fastened with 
clasps or buckles. The graceful effect of this simple orna- 
ment is shown in fig. 1 of our illustrations. 

High dresses are still almost universally worn, excepting in 
full evening costume. The Corsages are, however, as we have 
already mentioned, rather more open in front. 

For the corsages of young ladies’ evening dresses, the style 
most generally adopted is that which the French dressmakers 
term a la vierge. It is full; and the fulness is confined round 
| the top by a band, the drawings or folds being gathered to a 
point at the waist. The band round the neck may consist of 
insertion, or it may be ornamented by a ruche of tulle or gauze 
ribbon, according to the material of which the dress may 
be made. 

A useful hint may be taken from the method pursued by the 
French milliners in making up tulle dresses with two or three 
jupes. ‘Two different kinds of tulle are employed. The upper 
Jupes are made of tulle-illusion ; but the first, or under jupe, is 
made of a thicker or closer kind of tulle, called tulle de Lyon. 
Tulle-illusion is of too thin and flimsy a texture to support 
trimmings of tulle-bouillonnée, noW so much in favour. Even 
when the jupes are without trimming, the undermost jupe is 
always made of tulle de Lyon, which seryes to support the 
upper jupes; and, if a rather thick kind of tulle-illusion be 
selected to go along with the tulle de Lyon, it will be impossible 
for the eye to detect the difference, The bouillonnées are always 
made of tulle-illusion, Tulle de Lyon is used for trimming the 


drapery on the corsage; and for the berthes, when lace is not 
employed for the latter purpose,

Tue l4ru Light DRAGOONS.—the éausé of the retreat of thid tégimetit, 
and the subsequent confusion, have been thus explained in thé United Service 
Gazette :—* Upon the subject of the retreat of the cavalry; Wé aré iff receipt 
of two private letters, which sufficiently account for the contretemps. An 
opprobrious epithet is ever upon the lips of the ignorant vulgar when they 
hear of the retirement of the British force in front of an enemy. ‘The notion 
is, that men must stand and be cut to pieces, even when the word of com- 
mand calls them from the conflict. ‘To such opaque blockheads we can have 
nothing to say. But there is a large section of the intelligent part of society 
who are as slow to condemn as they are eager to learn, and to them a word 
of explanation may be acceptable. It appears, then, that the ground in front 
of Lord Gough’s line not having been properly reconnoitred, the dragoons 
found themselves, after a headlong charge, in the midst of a dense thicket, 
where they could not possibly act, while they were exposed to a tremendous 
fire, which must have annihilated them, without the slightest advantage 
gained to the service, had they remained. Hereupon Brigadier Pope gave 
the word, ‘ Threes right about, instead of ‘ Threes right,’ or left, and the 
dragoons withdrew.” 

‘The Hon. Alexander Fraser, second son of Lord Lovat, has entered the 
army, as second lieutenant, in the Scots Fusilier Guards.
